Oil collection results 
announced 

jim Shindler, CEO of United Farmers of Alberta, an¬ 
nounced the results of “Oil Recovery Alberta," the prov¬ 
ince-wide used oil and plastic oil container collection pro¬ 
gram initiated a year ago in March, 1991. 

"We had an excellent year of used oil collection, with 
just under 1 million litres (960,000 litres) recovered," said 
Mr. Shindler, adding, “All of the used oil collected from our 
130 petroleum outlets went to Canada Turbo Inc. of Edmon¬ 
ton and Hub Oil Company Ltd. of Calgary for re-refining." 
UFA also collected approximately 138,000 waste oil plastic 
containers (24,000 kg.), which were donated to Edmonton 
recycling firms for reprocessing. 

Results from the area showed the Olds UFA elevator col¬ 
lected 13,592 litres since the inception of the program. The 
Carstairs elevator collected 12,610 litres. 

Oil Recovery Alberta looks forward to an even more suc¬ 
cessful second year, managed under the continued partner¬ 
ship of UFA and the Alberta Special Waste Management Cor¬ 
poration.

What's in a label? 

We've come a long way from 
the simple "meat and potatoes" 
diet of our ancestors. Back then, 
Canadians ate what was available 
and gave thanks for what they 
had. These days, we shop for 
food in giant supermarkets, 
choose from thousands of food 
products, and are bombarded 
with information about diet and 
nutrition. Information about 
healthy eating is everywhere—in 
magazines, on television, in 
bookstores—even on food labels. 
"Cholesterol free!", "Natural!", 
"Fat free!", "Lite!": Food labels 
are full of nutrition information, 
but what does it all mean? Well, 
believe it or not, it's not as 
confusing as it might seem. It 
just takes a little knowledge and 
practice to become an expert 
label reader. 

First of all, the ingredients 
in a food must be listed on the 
package label. Ingredients are 
listed in order of their proportion 
by weight; for example, if the 
first ingredient listed is water, 
then that food product contains 
more water by weight than any 
other ingredient listed 

At this time, food manufac¬ 
turers are not required to state 
the nutrient values of a product. 
Some do so on a voluntary basis, 
and typically provide information 
about the energy (in calories and 
kilojoules), protein, fat and 
carbohydrate content of the food 
product. Some manufacturers 
also give information about the 
vitamin and mineral content of 
the product, and this is often 
expressed as a percentage of the 
"Recommended Daily Intake," 
or RDI The RDI was developed 
specifically for nutrition label¬ 
ling, and gives consumers an 
easy way to compare the 
nutritional values of similar 
products.

Many descriptive terms such 
as "cholesterol free," "fat free," 
"low sodium," etc , are another 
type of nutrition information 
found on food labels these days. 
To use terms like these, food 
processors must follow specific 
guidelines. 

Remember most manufac¬ 
turers use nutrition claims to 


advertise their product. There 
may be other nutrients in the 
food which are not so good For 
example, "cholesterol free" oil 
(which all vegetable oils are) are 
all fat. Oils need to be used in 
moderation. 

"Light" or "lite" are 
confusing, since it often refers to 
the amount of calories in a 


product, but they can also refer to 
texture, flavour, color, alcohol 
content, or sodium content Look 
on the label to see just what the 
manufacturer means-it should 
state in what way the food is 
considered to be light. Probably 
the easiest way to tell the 
difference is to compare the 
labels of regular and light 


versions of the same product. 

It may seem like a lot of 
information to remember, but 
with a little practice, you'll soon 
be an expert label reader. If you

I i answer?

How could anyone watch the events of the last 
week in Los Angeles and not be terrified by the darker 
side of human nature? 

Taking a violent situation and turning to rioting, 
murder and looting is totally wrong. The people who 
have turned to lawlessness in response to the acquital of 
the four policemen charged with the beating of a black 
man are wrong. Violence is not the way to deal with 
violence. They have taken an ugly situation and turned 
it evil. 

Don't get me wrong, I totally disagree with the ac¬ 
quital. How jurors could have felt that Mr. King was not 
arrested with excessive force (which is putting it mildly) 
is dumbfounding. One juror, as was reported on the 
news, said she felt Mr. King was always in control of the 
situation and appeared to be under the influence of the 
drug PCP. Obviously this woman has never seen a 
human being beaten before. She said he wasn't writhing 
in pain and was obviously attempting to get away from 
the officers. Perhaps this woman should have been 
shown the image captured by news cameras during the 
riot which showed a man dragged from his truck on the 
highway and savagely beaten. He did not "writhe" in 
pain, and there is no proof that this man was under the 
influence of some drug. He also made attempts to 
escape his attackers. Wouldn't you? 

But to shoot a fireman working to put out fires 
started by rioters, to burn buildings and beat innocent 
people to death as a response to this acquital is so 
wrong, I just don't have the words to express it. 
Watching the footage on the news scared me past tears. 
Not because an isolated incident got out of hand, but 
because this type of behavior has become indicative of 
society in general. Violence always seems to be the 
answer these days. People respond with rage and hatred 
instead of logic and diplomacy. And you really can't 
blame them. It would seem that things are only changed 
when people start to fear for their lives. Other wise 
things remain status quo. 

If you think that this type of thing could only hap¬ 
pen in southern California, you are dead wrong. It's 
everywhere; Africa, China, eastern Europe, western 
Europe and even here in Canada. There are murders, 
brutal beatings, thefts, gang related incidents where 
grown adults are chased through LRT stations by teenag- 
ed gangs. Everyday the violence seems to get worse. It 
has gone past pure racial tension, although that would 
explain some of it; we are not as pluralistically minded 
as we would like to think. This is something deeper, a 
feral quality to human nature worse than anything you 
would see in the animal kingdom. It's violence for 
violence's sake. And it scares me to death. 



Retail stamp sales questioned 


Dear Editor: 

I learned recently of a 
proposed change in the postal 
services in your area which might 
seem slight, but has serious 
long-term implications which 
concern me for the future of the 
post office in your area. 

If my information is correct, 
Canada Post intends to contract 
with a local merchant to sell 
stamps in his/her establishment 
in direct and deliberate competi¬ 
tion with the federally operated 
post office. Although I do not 
question for one minute the 
integrity of the store owner, I do 
wonder whether your community 
has been told the full story by 
Canada Post about its reasons for 
selling products out of a private 
outlet. 

The fact is, every stamp 
bought at a commercial outlet is 


revenue taken away from the 
federal post office in your town 
And outlets are often permitted 
by Canada Post to sell stamps at 
a discount, which post offices are 
not allowed to do. With revenues 
down, Canada Post may in future 
try to justify hours or staff at your 
office, or closing it altogether 
My experience in working 
with communities right across 
the country is that commercial 
outlets selling products in compe¬ 
tition with the post office are 
often used as a "Trojan Horse" 
by Canada Post. First they just 
sell stamps, then customers find 
out they must go there to collect 
parcels, certified mail, etc. If 
what Canada Post considers a 
"natural opportunity" (death, 
retirement, resignation or trans¬ 
fer of a postmaster) arises, the 
corporation is well positioned to 


shut down the post office Gone 
are the guarantees of security, 
continuity, professionalism, ac¬ 
countability, a local job-and a 
federal presence in the commun¬ 
ity. 

I encourage you to be 
pro-active in supporting your 
federal post office today, ensur¬ 
ing its survival in your town 
tomorrow. By refusing entry to 
the "Trojan horse" stamp 
counters, you will be giving 
Canada Post a strong, clear 
message about the quality of 
postal service your town deserves 
and demands.

War expose supported 


Dear Editor: 

H .C. Chadderton of the War 
Amps Association is an effective 
lobbyist who has done good work 
on behalf of his constituents. But 
he is not a man who appears to 
believe in a free press. Now he is 
trying to enforce his sense of 
political correctness on the 
Galafilm, CBC-NFB series the 
Valour and the Horror. Under the 
sponsorship of the War Amps, a 
charitable organization support¬ 
ed by public donations, he has 
undertaken an expensive cam¬ 
paign to discredit the series and 
ultimately to get it banned 

Quite frankly, we are puz¬ 
zled by Mr. Chadderton's poli¬ 
ticking against the series, be¬ 
cause here is the tribute he sent 
us when broadcast began: "I 
think you have caught exactly the 


right tone. The generalship and 
in fact the government certainly 
led a lot of us down the garden 
path, but the courage of the 
private soldier, or the ordinary 
airman or seaman or merchant 
navy guy was superb." 

Perhaps under pressure 
from the very "generalship" he 
wrote about, Mr. Chadderton 
now accuses the films of "serious 
historical errors"-but is at a loss 
to cite a single one of these 
"errors." 

Six million Canadians saw 
these films. Overwhelmingly, 
they shared Mr Chadderton's 
first reaction In the Senate, 
fighting off a campaign to silence 
the series, Senator Philip Gigan- 
tes, himself a WWWII veteran 
and former war correspondent, 
called them a hymn to the 


courage and spirit of the ordinary 
Canadian soldier and airman. 

The Valour and Horror was 
not meant as just another 
nostalgic look at the Second 
World War. Thoroughly re¬ 
searched, it was at times 
shocking and searing. We can 
understand the pain and disbelief 
of some veterans learning about 
some dimensions of the horror for 
the first time But our reverence 
for their sacrifice does not 
include giving up a principle they 
fought to sustain: the right to tell 
our country's children about the 
dark side of that just war, as well 
as the light

Report from the legislature 


Hon. Roy Brassard, M.L.A. 
OJds-Didsbury Constituency 

Budget '92 focuses on our 
commitment to restore fiscal 
balance by bringing strict legisla¬ 


ted limits to government spend¬ 
ing, to cut the size and cost of 
government overhead, and to 
continue the restructing of 
essential programs. In keeping 
with these priorities, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health budget for 
1992-93 will see generous in¬ 
creases to our health partners 
while working with them to better 
manage the health care system to 
ensure its long term affordability 
The health budget will 
increase by 4.2% to $3.5 billion. 
This includes a previously an¬ 
nounced general grant increase 
of 4% for 1992-93 health service 
institutions As Mr. Johnston 
indicated in his budget address, 
health care is the largest 


expenditure area of the govern¬ 
ment; over $4.3 billion will be 
spent to meet the health needs of 
Albertans. 

Three areas which will 
receive special attention through¬ 
out this budget year are Home 
Care, immunization and family 
violence Home Care funding will 
receive a 9.4% increase to $73.3 
million. Children's health contin¬ 
ues to be a major concern and in 
addition to increases for immun¬ 
ization, funding will be provided 
to allow all children over two 
months of age to receive 
haemophilus B vaccine. Funding 
for this immunization program 
will increase 4.3% or $1.6 
million. Lastly, in cooperation 


with Family and Social Services, 
the Solicitor General and Wo¬ 
men's Secretariat, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health will contribute 
$450,000 to the provincial initia¬ 
tive on family violence through 
services for victims and perpetra¬ 
tors of family violence. We have 
targeted $250,000 for the treat¬ 
ment of child victims of family 
violence. 

In accordance with our policy 
that health care premiums must 
cover 50% of the cost of basic 
health services, (excluding the 
services provided premium-free 
to seniors) premiums will in¬ 
crease by approximately 4% on 
July 1, 1992. The new rates will 
be $27 per month for singles and 


$54 per month for families. Of 
course, low income Albertans will 
continue to receive subsidized, or 
free basic health services. 

A number of capital projects 
have been put on hold and we are 
not building as many subsidized 
housing units as in previous 
years. This is simply a realistic 
response to the current fiscal 
realities. For the most part, 
however, the priorities to health, 
education and those in need have 
remained intact.

Pension change 
concerns address 

Canada Treasury Board President Cilles Loiselle has an¬ 
nounced the results of the government's review of concerns 
expressed recently by a federal pensioners' organization. 

The review was undertaken to address concerns raised 
by pensioners over changes to Bill C-55. 

"I regret that some Public Service and military pen¬ 
sioners have been unnecessarily alarmed about the security 
of their pensions as a result of published statements from the 
Federal Superannuates National Association, supported by 
the Public Service Alliance of Canada," said Loiselle. 

"However, a thorough review has confirmed that the 
authority in the proposed new section 71 of the Public Ser¬ 
vice Superannuation Act could not be used to modify or 
abolish acquired right, including indexing. 

"Nevertheless, to reassure federal pensioners and cur¬ 
rent employees, I have written to the chairperson of the 
parliamentary committee studying Bill C-55 to inform him 
that the government will be proposing an amendment that 
would specifically limit the scope of its regulation-making 
powers in this regard. 

"As I previously announced, the broader pension issues, 
including indexing and pension plan management, are sub¬ 
jects for full consultation with all stakeholders, including 
federal pensioners, before any decisions are taken."

Thelma Kissick thinks it's 
about time farmers started pay¬ 
ing more attention to their mail¬ 
boxes. 

"The mailboxes in the rural 
area are a sight to behold,” said 
Kissick who farms with her hus¬ 
band east of Didsbury. "They 
are the first thing people see of 
the property and the one thing 
farmers forget about while 
they're beautifying everything 
else on their property. 

As a result, Kissick, who is 
an artist, has come up with a 
unique idea to help put a little 
sparkle into rural driveways. 
She is offering a service to paint 
mailboxes, by hand, on a cus¬ 
tom order basis. 

"It's one way of putting 
Didsbury on the map,” she 
said.

Kissick said she came up 
with the idea also as a way for 
farmers to participate in the up¬ 
coming Canada 125 Celebra¬ 
tion. 

"I tried to think of some¬ 
thing farmers could do to 
celebrate Canada's birthday 
besides just flying the flag 
because we are farmers too,” 


she said. "This way they can get 
involved and show how they 
feel for the country.” 

Kissick, who has been 
painting for about two years, 
has contacted the Canada 125 
committee to register her 
painted mailbox idea. If 
registered, farmers who take 
their mailboxes to her can say 
they officially participated in 
Canada's 125th birthday 
celebration. 

Kissick said she plans to 
design each mailbox on an in¬ 
dividual basis, using abstract or 
realistic designs, depending on 
the tastes of each client. She 
said she will buy only the best 
paints for the job to try and en¬ 
sure that the work won't fade 
away. 

Each specially designed 
and decorated mailbox will 
cost $50, 10 per cent of which 
Kissick plans to donate to her 
church building fund. 

"This is just something to 
say Didsbury is unique more 
than anything else,” she said. 
"I hate to charge for it, but 
paint is expensive.”

Ag Canada approves change 


The Agricultural Group of 
Monsanto Canada Inc. an¬ 
nounced a significant change to 
the label for Roundup herbicide 
that gives farmers more oppor¬ 
tunity to control quackgrass prior 
to seeding their crops With the 
new label, farmers can till or seed 
their fields as early as three full 
days after application with 
Roundup. Previously, the label 
required five to seven days 
between application and tillage 
or seeding 

Field research by Monsan¬ 
to's Product Development Group 
demonstrated that excellent con¬

The old tillage interval 
of five to seven days for perennial 
weeds was viewed as inconveni¬ 
ent by some growers in areas 
with short growing seasons, who 
are anxious to establish their 
crops as soon as possible 
"Earlier seeding gives a crop 
more opportunity to realize its 
maximum yield potential.

The council of Smoky Lake 
was either ignorant or just didn't 
care about the Clean Air Act and 
the Waste Management Regula¬ 
tions. With this incident, the 
council shows that it is both 
irresponsible and apathetic. With 
even the health inspector, Ed¬ 
ward Thomas, to check the pit 
out, they still went ahead with it. 
Although there were not many 
alternatives, the council could 
have looked into better waste 
management. 

One of the cheapest and 
most direct ways of waste 
disposal would be to bury it. 
Burying garbage is a cost-effec¬ 
tive and safe way to manage the 
garbage of the pits if it is done 
properly. Studies have shown 
that if all the chemicals and other 
harmful things are taken out of 
the garbage, it can be buried and 
landscaped Many waste disposal 
sites have been buried and made 
into projects such as parks, 
recreational areas and other 
non-industrial things. It is good 
for many years afterward 

Another way to safely 
dispose some of the garbage 
would be to recycle some of the 
products in the pits. Jobs could 
be made for separating the 
garbage and recycling it. 

Although not all the things 
can be recycled, it would cut 
down the waste that has to be 
buried or burned and save the 
environment that much more. 
The council could also take this 
idea a step further They could 
set up a recycling program much 
like the one in Edmonton (the 
Blue Box program) They could 
haul the recycling garbage to the 
city or start one up in the 
community. 

Also, a word to the people 
who put unwanted chemicals into 
the burning pit: This really 
causes a problem for both 
concerned environmentalists and

seek to serve in the name of 
Christ is still the same. J esus did 
not claim to promote faith in Cod 
which was so removed from our 
experience that the ordinary 
person could not feel a divine 
presence in our ordinary life. 
What Jesus seemed to struggle 
aginst in His day was a kind of 
religion that required “special" 
revelation to find God. He spoke 
to people "in parables," homey 
stories about ordinary people 
following their everyday tasks. 
As a matter of fact, most of the 
time J esus went to where the 
people were to illustrate truths 
about the love, mercy and 
forgiveness of God A "Sunday" 
religion was especially foreign to 
him. Faith was something that 
one lived in the day-to-day 
routines of life. He reserved His 
most heart felt scorn for those 
who laid heavy burdens on those 
who could not afford to practice 
the religion of the temple. He 
called the ones who preached 
ceremonial perfection while prac¬ 
ticing deceit and wickedness 
what they deserved to be called 
"a brood of vipers." When we 
get confused about all the 
complicated theories we Chris¬ 
tians have invented to explain the 
faith, we should remember how 
simple Jesus' message really is, 
and how available God is to 
everyone In the parable of the 
"prodigal son," Jesus reminds 
us that even while we are far 
away from God, God comes 
looking for us. We sometimes 
think that because our lives are 
so complicated and stressful, that 
God is far removed from our 
modern-day experiences 

J im Taylor in "An E veryday 


God" (Wood Lake Press) wrote, 
"Imagine that someone asked 
you, 'What is God trying to tell 
you right now?' while you were 
doing the laundry. 

"Or suppose someone asked 
you, as you nailed siding onto 
your house: 'What does this tell 
you about God?' " 

If you're quick witted and 
memorized a lot of Bible verses 
as a child, you might come up 
with associations about washing 
away sin, or building houses on a 
rock. 

But until you were askt I it 
wouldn't have occurred to you 
that what you were doing had any 
connection with your faith! 

If you were asked the same 
questions when you were work¬ 
ing on your car, or boarding a 
plane, you might not have been 
able to answer at all, because 
those things are just not 
mentioned in the Bible (Al¬ 
though one child in Sunday 
School thought there was an 
aviator mentioned "Pontius the 
Pilot ") Nor are microwave 
ovens, or calculators, or compu¬ 
ters or outboard motors. They 
didn't exist when the Books of 
the Bible were being written So 
we tend to put them outside the 
bounds of religion. But we 
shouldn't. If Jesus were telling 
parables today, He would be 
talking about all those things. 

We know that because in His 
day He talked about the things 
that people were familiar with 
He spoke of runaway sons and 
ungrateful servants, of shep¬ 
herds and Samaritans He kept 
saying, in effect, "God is right 
here, right now-if you only had 
the eyes to see, the ears to hear,
